HEN the Master rose 

from the grave and ap- 

peared before His disci- 
ples there was one who doubted 
—Thomas. 

Thomas was of an open mind 
and when proof had been pre- 
sented doubted no more. 

Today we have “Doubting 
Thomases” concerning the value 
of a dental program in the 
schools. To those who are as 
open-minded as the original 
“Doubting Thomas” ,there is 
sufficient proof through the 
width and breadth of our land 
to convert. 

“There are none so blind as 
those who will not see.” These 
men may go merrily on in their 
ignorance and do nothing to 


sponsor or support a dental 
clinic in their schools but when 
Gabriel blows his trumpet and 
these men are “called to the 
breasts of their fathers” they 
will leave with less love and re- 
spect from their fellowmen, 
having done less good in this 
world —and there will be a 
smaller bank balance to add to 
the insurance. 

To understand the good that 
is to be derived from a school 
dental program we must first 
see of what such a program 
consists. Then the light will be 
visible and the scoffer shall see 
the handwriting on the wall. 

The principal purpose of this 
program must be educational. 
There must also be correction 
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of existing defects but nothing 
should permit the main, the 
prime, the principal purpose of 
this program to be forgotten— 
EDUCATION. 

Education is the main pur- 
pose. Some will disagree. Re- 
cently a dental clinician was 
told, “Get your instruments and 
correct those children’s dental 
defects and you will do more 
good than in any other way.” 
The dentist making that state- 
ment was in error. Probably 
every dentist has worked on 
children’s teeth. 

How many of those children 
have insisted that their parents 
take them back to their dentists 
for examination and treatment? 
Very few. The child has not 
insisted because he had not been 
educated. 

Educate that child and he 
will see that his teeth are cared 
for. This is not a remark based 
on supposition but on our best 
and dearest teacher — experi- 
ence. 

The writer knows of one city 


where several dentists com- | 


plained about the increase in 
children’s practice after an edu- 
cational program had been in- 
stituted as the prime object of 
a school dental clinic. 

The value of education is 
shown in the adults as well as 
the children. Is it the ignorant, 
uneducated patient who returns 
for regular examinations and 
treatment? It is not. This type 
comes in with the “toothache,” 
has the tooth pulled, returns 
again with a similar ailment and 
for similar treatment. It is the 





educated patient who will put 
the joy in your life and pay fees 
sufficient to make you begin to 
feel that you will have enough 
in your old age. 

A school dental program is 
not confined to schools alone. It 
is there that it begins. It is the 
duty of the school dental clini- 
cian to teach both the children 
and the parents. The children 
are taught in the schools and 
the parents through personal 
interviews, parent-teacher asso- 
ciations, mother’s clubs, etc. 

The education of the parents 
is frequently the more difficult 
and of course includes many 
things of no interest to child- 
hood. The mother must be 
taught the care of the teeth dur- 
ing pregnancy and she must be 
shown the necessity for consult- 
ing her dentist as soon as her 
condition is discovered. She 
must be advised to tell her den- 
tist that she is pregnant. “A 
tooth for every child” has been 
proved a fallacy—but not to 
the ignorant. It is only the edu- 
cated who realize the boon of 
modern dentistry. 

The oral cavity alone cannot 
be considered as the field to be 
covered. There are all the kin- 
dred subjects. How diversified 
the teaching is, will depend on 
the regular classroom work. No 
matter what knowledge of 
health and hygiene has been im- 
parted to the child, he must be 
taught to correlate these teach- 
ings. He must be shown that 
the health of the mouth is abso- 
lutely necessary if the rest of 
the body is to be well and 
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strong. They must understand 
that health of the mouth is the 
corner-stone to all health. 


All must be taught the ad- 
vantage of a healthy body. That 
is something that has been gen- 
erally understood in a vague, 
uncertain way, even by adults. 
This must be brought before 
them in definite, concrete form. 
Thus, and thus only will they 
become health enthusiasts. 


Everyone must know how 
health may be obtained and re- 
tained. They must so thorough- 
ly understand this that they 
will themselves follow the in- 
structions and bring their influ- 
ence to bear on others. Each 
must know that a clean body 
and regular elimination is nec- 
essary. Diet must be stressed. 
Oral hygiene, care of the mouth, 
given great emphasis. All must 
know that the mouth is a poten- 
tial site of foci of infection and 
how this is to be prevented. 
The correlation of the mouth 
and the rest of the body must 
be taught. Thus will the care 
of the mouth become an under- 
stood necessity. 


Such an educational program 
is broad. Those who have not 
seen such a program in opera- 
tion may doubt its possibility. 
It is not, however, a hypotheti- 
cal, imaginary outline. “What 
I have seen I know.” I have 
seen such a program in opera- 
tion. Others, and many others 
to come, will see such programs 
as the movement spreads. 


The entire world is interested 
in results. So it is that we have 


come to the object of this arti- 
cle, viz.: to show the results of 
the above outlined program. 
The world of aviation is 
striving today to make America 
“air-minded.” I have been told 
that the manufacturers of paint, 
when they started in their na- 
tional advertising, “Clean Up, 
Paint Up Week,” hoped to dou- 
ble their sales of paint in ten 
years. Their actual success was 
far better. If memory serves me 
right, they increased their sales 
over 150 per cent in three years. 
An active dental program in the 
schools will do for dentistry 
what aviation and the manufac- 
turers of paint have done in 
their respective fields. The com- 
munity becomes “dental-mind- 
ed.” The people want dentistry. 
They get dentistry and are 
benefited in myriad ways as you 
know. The results are known 
to you but permit me to sum- 
marize them briefly here: 


1. Morals are better. 
. Minds are brighter. 
..Less pain suffered.

Dentists must live. Naturally 
the question: “How does the 
profession gain?’ Here is the 
answer:

HEN the history of 

aviation is written there 

should be a chapter de- 
voted to the part taken by den- 
tists in its development. Few 
people, including the dental pro- 
fession, realize the contributions 
made by individual dentists to 
the progress of this new science 
and it is for this reason that 
OrAL HyGIENE has undertaken 
to chronicle such outstanding 
instances coming under its ob- 
servation. 

Much of the information re- 
corded here has been obtained 
through the kindness of friends 
of these dentist-aviators as they 
themselves exhibit the character- 
istic modesty of men who ac- 
complish noteworthy things. 

Mr. Fred Starr of Syracuse 
sends us the following informa- 
tion concerning Dr. Herbert E. 
Luther, whom he has termed 


“ONONDAGA’S FLYING 
DENTIST” 

Syracuse might well be proud 
of Dr. Herbert E. Luther who, 
when not flying, practices den- 
tistry at 1030 Onondaga Coun- 
ty Savings Bank Building. 

Aside from the fact that Dr.

Luther was the first dentist to 
operate an x-ray machine in 
Syracuse — which machine, by 
the way, he built himself—he is 
one of the pioneers in Central 
New York’s aviation history. 

In 1924, Dr. Luther pur 
chased a French Farnum air 
ship and after two hours of in- 
struction started out on his own. 
This, of course, was before air 
schools had been generally es- 
tablished and before the United 
States government had seriously 
undertaken to regulate or con- 
trol aviation. 

Dr. Luther has owned five 
airships and has flown more 
than a thousand hours all over 
the Eastern part of the United 
States. He is, of course, a 
licensed pilot and has the most 
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coveted license, that of transport 
pilot. 

Dr. Luther is one of the orig- 
inal founders of the Syracuse 
airport and one of the several 
aviators who in 1926 helped to 
survey the air mail routes be- 
tween New York and Boston, 
Boston and Albany, Albany, 
Syracuse and Buffalo. 


One of the outstanding ad- 
vantages of aviation, according 
to Dr. Luther, is its beneficial 
effect upon health and he as- 
serts that he has never felt bet- 
ter in his life than at present. 

After flying throughovt the 
East for the pure enjoyment fly- 
ing afforded, the doctor next 
turned to the matter of making 
his hours in the air compensate 
him. As a result he has carried 
thousands of passengers and the 
return on his investment has 
been both pleasing and profit- 
able to him. In all his experi- 
ence he has never injured a pas- 
senger, and although he has had 
six forced landings he has never 
damaged either his ship or him- 
self. 

Dr. Luther believes that it is 
only a matter of a short time 
until most business men will in- 
clude flying as a short-cut in 
business travels. As he says, no 
finer means is afforded the tired 
dentist to get clean, pure air 
than owning and flying an air- 
plane. It must be true when it 
is understood that physical ex- 
aminations are required every 
six months. There must be no 
“nineteenth hole” in flying. One 
must be keen,. have mechanical 
ability and*be careful:: 





‘Many of the members of the 
dental profession in and around 
Syracuse are regular patrons of 
Dr. Luther. On Saturdays and 
Sundays the doctor can be found 
at the Syracuse Airport, is al- 
ways in demand by his friends 
and keenly enjoys the fact that 
he makes many converts to air- 
mindedness. and that he himself 
is reaping the benefits of radiant 
health and a keen mind. 


An Ack-DENTIST WITH A 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
Cross 


It was through Mr. G. F. 
Jones of Omaha, Nebraska, that 
OrAL HYGIENE learned of one 
dentist, Dr. Orville A. Ralston 
of Ainsworth, Nebraska, who is 
an. accredited ace of the World 
War. The official war records 
in Washington, D. C., show 
that Dr. Ralston downed seven 
German aircraft during the 
war, while serving with the 
148th American Pursuit Squad- 
ron. 

One will not learn a great 
deal of the enviable record of 
this ace-dentist from Dr. Rals- 
ton himself, as he is extremely 
modest about his accomplish- 
ments. It was only on question- 
ing him that OraL HycGIENE 
learned that he had received the 
Distinguished Service Cross 
from the War Department for 
a citation on a flight over Bur- 
lon Woods, September 28th, 
1918. 

Dr. Ralston was in_ his 
Junior year at the University of 
Nebraska, College of Dentistry, 
when. he enlisted at the first 
Officers’ ‘Training School at 
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Fort Snelling, Minnésota. Dur- 
ing his service in France he fig- 
ured in many important engage- 
ments and had several remark- 
able escapes from death. He was 
a member of the same squadron 
as Elliot White Springs, who 
has written so many war stories 
for Liberty and other mag- 
azines. 

When Ralston returned from 
overseas he went back to Ne- 
braska and finished his course in 
dentistry. Since that time he has 
kept right on flying and each 
summer takes a two-week course 
in flying at the Reserve Officers’ 
Flying School. He plans to have 
a plane of his own soon. 

We know of no other den- 
tist who has the war air rec- 
ord of Dr. Ralston and certain- 

. ly none with his refreshing mod- 
esty. 

Early in September of this 
year the nation was shocked to

learn that the Transcontinental 
Air Transport, City of San 
Francisco, was wrecked on 
Mount Taylor, New Mexico. 

It was the unusual experi- 
ence of a dentist from Potts- 
ville, Pa., Dr. W. E. Walton, 
to be a passenger on the plane 
which first sighted the charred 
wreckage of the fallen liner on 
the mountain side. Dr. Walton 
is an aviation enthusiast and was 
on his way. East from Los 
Angeles when he became a fig- 
ure in the distressing accident 
which attracted nation-wide at- 
tention. It did not, however, de- 
crease his interest and enthusi- 
asm for aviation and he plans to 
make many of his future ‘trips 
by the air route. 


A CHICAGO ENTHUSIAST 


Another dentist who is in- 
tensely interested in aviation 
and who has also received high- 
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ly favorable mention from the 
War Department for a part 
which he played twenty-eight 
years ago in the Philippine In- 
surrection, is Dr. George A. 
Meyer of 30 North Michigan 
Boulevard, Chicago. 


Dr. Meyer is known as “the 
bugler of Balingiga” and has 
been recommended for-the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross because 
at the Massacre of Balingiga he

The oral hygiene movement in 
the Republic of Cuba continues with 
unabated energy and has resulted, 
in recent months, in the organiza- 
tion: of numerous __ excellently 
equipped school dental clinics. The 
interest in these clinics reaches far 
beyond the circle of dentists, as is 
evidenced by the _ representative 
gatherings of official and commer- 
cial as well. ds civic society at the 
opening ceremonies. Noteworthy in 
particular is the fact that the 
Cuban dental trade is taking a gen- 
erous aud active part in the equip- 
ment oi these clinics, and’ that the 
press lends their establishment the 
character of an important event in 
the life afid progress of the com- 
munity, in fact of the whole nation. 


The city of Cardenas, inaugu- 
rated in May, 1929, its school den- 
tal clinic, “Dr. Francisco Maria 
Fernandez,” under the direction of 
Dr. Otero Begueria who is attached 
to the Cuban Health Department. 

Another inauguration took place 
in the same month in Habana, 
where the normal school of the capi- 
tal received the installation of a 
dental clinic through the good of- 
fices of its principal, Mrs. Velasco 
De Millas ing collaboration - with 
General Aleman, Secretary of the 
Department of Public Health, and 
Antonio Ruiz, Governor of the 
Province. 

In the following month the third 
school dental clinic of the province 
ef Matanza was opened in the city 
of Colon. It has been named “Hum- 
berto Cuellar Del Rio,” after the 
dentist of this name to whose credit 
is placed the organization of a 
great number of school dental 
clinics.

Argentine 


Dr. Osvaldo Tiscornia, chief of 
the odontological service of the 
Hospital Jose Penna, in an article 
on hospital dental service, finds that 


this kind of service lays too much 
stress on the extraction of teeth and 
much too little on conservative and 
prophylactic treatment. Dental as- 
sistance for the poor population of 
the capital, if the best of the pa- 
tients’ interests shall be served, 
should install dental clinics where 
fillings exclusively are _ inserted. 
Such clinics should be located in 
spacious rooms, and should be pro- 
vided with an ample number of 
dentists and assistants as well as 
material. Since the influx of patients 
will undoubtedly exceed their capa- 
city for work, such clinics should 
confine themselves in the beginning 
to the ¢reatment of decay of the 
first. and second degrees only. The 
odontological department of the 
hospital, after the extraction of all 
teeth affected by caries of third and 
fourth degree, would refer patients 
to the dental clinic for the remain- 
der of the work, the conservative 
treatments, 

Dr. Tiscornia believes that hos- 
pital patients interned for tempo- 
rary treatments—surgical or other- 
wise—should not undergo any but 
the most urgent dental treatment 
necessary for the relief of pain. 
This for the reason that it is well- 
nigh impossible to proceed with sys- 
tematic dental treatment on patients 
abed or otherwise inconveniently 
situated. 

Much more important, though al- 
most generally neglected by the ma- 
jority of physicians, is dental treat- 
ment for hospital cases before they 
are admitted to the institution and 
before they are operated on. Such 
patients should undergo the most 
thorough dental examination and 
treatment. 

The author admits that free den- 
tal service in hospitals might be 
abused by people very well able to 
go to a private dentist. Discretion, 
therefore, should be used in accord- 
ing such treatment, for the hospi- 
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tals exist chiefly for the benefit of 
the poor.

A few years ago the people 
of France showed little interest in 
dentistry, dental supplies and ra- 
diography. The ideas. change; in 
the show window of a company’s 
sales rooms on the boulevards one 
may see, since the beginning of 
June, a chair, compressor, and a 
dental unit enameled with duco, 
which attracts the attention of the 
passers-by. Among the crowd stop- 
ping before this window to look at 


the modern dental operating room, 
we were able to ascertain that a 
large number of them were inter- 
ested in this display, some of them 
even being in a position to enlighten 
others who are somewhat intrigued 
by what they can see. A chart show- 
ing the inter-relation between den- 
tal disease and systemic affections 
also commands the public’s interest.

In the report of the central den- 
tal clinic of the School for’ Sanitary 
Officers for the period from August 
1st to October 31st, 1929, inclusive, 
are given the individual figures of 
dental treatments carried out for 
members of the Polish Army; of 
the total number of 18,861 visits 
3,498 were first visits and 12,563 
second consultations. Dental decay, 
2,513; pulpitis, 1,202; putrescent 
pulps, 688; periostitis, 955; stoma- 
titis, 119; wounds in gums, 3; miss- 
ing, teeth, 492; extractions, 1,655; 
dressings for inflamed pulps, 2,438; 
pulp extirpations, 1,015; root canal 
treatments, 3,015; pulp chamber 
fillings, t,vv6; fillings, 5,706; mis- 
cellaneous, 7,117. A small number 
of prosthetic pieces was also deliv- 
ered. There are eight dentists, three 
mechanics employed in the clinic; 
the revenue of the clinic amounted 
to 6,097 zloty (about $3,000.00). 
Chief of this clinic is Lt. Colonel 
Surgeon-Dentist Stefan Mieszkis.

In an’ anonymous article which 
received the second prize in the 
contest ruff by the Correspondenz- 
Blatt, no*oether contribution was 
deemed worthy of a first prize, so 
this is the best—the author pub- 
lishes some excellent views on the 
responsibility of the dental practi- 
tioner for an early diagnosis of sys- 
temic affections. Speaking of “den- 
to-clinical diagnosis of extraoral 
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diseases,” the author says that the 
dentist has learned to take into con- 


sideration the patient’s general sys- ~ 


temic condition when he proceeds 
to diagnostic and therapeutic delib- 
erations. Empyema of the antrum, 
rickets, diabetes, congenital and ter- 
tiary symptoms of syphilis, and 
others often come first under view 
in a dentist’s operating room. Very 
logically the author thinks that so 
seemingly trivial an occurrence as 
the failure of arsenic trioxide to 
devitalize a pulp in a reasonable 
time should make the dentist sus- 
pect a systemic pathological condi- 
tion. Similarly the slow healing of 
extraction wounds, unsuccessful root 
treatments, “dead” yet intact teeth, 
all such observations in the daily 
dental practice permit of the suppo 
sition that the patient’s physical 
balance is more or less seriously 
disturbed.. Case histories cited by 
the author demonstrate conclusive- 


FDUCATION: 
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ly that dental and oral affections 
are very frequently the only visible 
and tangible symptoms of systemic 
disturbance. The author holds that 
the mere knowledge of systemic 
disease is not sufficient for the mod- 
ern student who should be trained 
in the proper deductions on the 
basis of his oral findings. Such 
considerations open a wide per- 
spective to dentistry and go toward 
establishing it more solidly as an 
important branch of the healing art. 
While the author admits that con- 
fidence in the dentist’s ability to 
recognize many obscure systemic 
conditions will come only very 
slowly, still he believes. that such 
attention to his patients’ general 
physical condition and the correct 
interpretation of dental findings 
must eventually become the modern 
orientation of dentistry.

Cleft Lip in the Adult 
By Rea Hoctor We Gee, J.D. cS, ND,

N most of our text books, the 
lip for surgical purposes is 
illustrated as a simple flap 
of living soft tissue. The idea 
that the upper lip can be han- 
dled as though it were all: skin 
is responsible’ for many of the 
unsightly surgical results that 


we see. 





















The most noticeable faults 
are: (a) the depressed scar, (b) 
the wide nostril on the affected 
side, (c) the notch in the lip, 
(d) the excess of tissue in the 
short segment of the lip, (e) the 
sunken appearance of the upper 
lip and (f) the unpleasant 
movement of the lip in the ef- 
fort to smile. 


Figures 1 to 3 show six de- 

fects. 
’ ‘The first consideration in the 
repair of the lip for any cause 
is to preserve as much of the 
tissue as possible. 

In bringing the distorted nos- 
tril together properly, it is nec- 
essary to remove from the floor 
of the nostril enough tissue to 
reduce the deformity. 

To raise the depressed scar 
and lip area, the subcutaneous 
tissue must be built up so gen- 
erously that subsequent contrac- 
tion will not renew the difficulty 
in even the slightest degree. 
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A complete description of the 
technique and case history of 
a dificult operation.

The repair of the notch in 
the lip does not depend upon an 
excess of skin and mucous’ mem- 
brane. It depends solely upon 
the massing of subcutaneous tis- 
sue to such an extent that no 
amount of absorption or con- 
traction will allow the reappear- 
ance of this defect. 

The normal expression of the 
lip in speaking and smiling de- 
pends upon -the complete union 
of the separated ends of the or- 
bicularis oris muscle. 

Many plans have been sug- 
gested to produce one or more 
of the improvements that I have 
suggested. With a due recogni- 
tion of my obligation to previ- 
ous operators, I offer my own

operation as a solution of this 
very urgent problem. 

Photograph No. 1. Appear- 
ance of patient before operation 
presenting the defects enumer- 
ated. Front and left. 


OPERATION 

An incision was made on 
either side of the labial scar, far 
enough from the cicatrix to al- 
low reasonably . straight’ mar- 
gins. 

These cuts went through the 
skin and the mucous membrane 
of the vermilion border without 
severing the muscle or the cica- 
trical tissue connecting the mus- 
cle areas. Above, the incisions 
came together inside the left 
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nostril about one half inch from 
the nasal border; below, the in- 
cision passes over the border of 
the lip and up to the cul-de-sac. 
It is most important to maintain 
the continuity of the muscle and 
scar of the lip. ... 
- The skin and mucous mem- 
‘brane are now carefully dis- 
sected from the underlying tis- 
‘sues back to the naso-labial line 
on each side. 

This leaves the muscle free in 


‘its envelope of surface tissue ex- 
ept at the superior border.

The scar tissue is not re- 
moved but is trimmed so that a 
fresh surface is presented. 

A horizontal incision is now 
made through the muscle just 
below the nose and parallel with 
the base of the nose, this incision 
extends about one half inch on 
either side of the cleft. 

The lip muscle should now be 
folded upon itself so that three 
thicknesses occupy the original 
position of the cleft. Fig. 5. 

(a) Indicates the downward 
position of the muscle fold to 
obliterate the notch of the lip. 
This is a most important place- 
ment, as upon the careful sutur- 
ing of the fold in this position 











the appearance and function of 
the lip depend. 
‘The sleeve of skin and mv- 


cous membrane are now brought 


together and sutured with fine 


~ dermal sutures for the skin and 


fine braided silk for the mucous 
membrane. In the muscle, chro- 
mic cat-gut No. 1 is used. 

The dressing of the cleft lip 
after the operation requires an 
apparatus that will positively re- 
lieve all strain from the wound 
and allow dressing without even 
a temporary pull upon the 
stitches. Photograph No. 3 
shows the application of a ten- 
sion ‘splint made of twelve gauge 
galvanized iron wire. The low- 
er ends are bent sharply upward 
so that a rubber band may be 
placed to draw the ends together 
and provide traction upon the 
adhesive strips attached to the 
cheeks. In all apparatus attached 
to the skin I use Duo Adhesive 
J & J. This very efficient paste 
will not only reinforce regular 
adhesive plaster but you can use 
it successfully on any type of 
cloth that you may wish to stick 
to the skin. 

The actual dressing over the 
wound may easily be placed or 
removed without relaxing the

tension for an instant. The ease 
of changing dressings in the 
mouth region is obvious. Photo- 


graph No. 4, dressing in place 
with rubber band tension at 
work. 

The stitches were removed on

the fifth day, the tension appa- 
ratus was kept in place for ten 
days. Photographs 5 and 6 show 
the final appearance of the pa- 
tient. The profile is made nor- 
mal and the front view does not 
suggest the original deformity.

*ON.OUND teeth and a healthy 
mouth are necessary to

culosis patients,” writes Dr. 

Lawrason Brown, of Saranac 

Lake, one of the best known tu- 

berculosis specialists in the coun- 

try. 

Nourishing food plays such 

an important part in the cure of 
tuberculosis that it stands to rea- 
son if a patient cannot have per- 
fect mastication his food will 
fail to benefit him. Decayed 
teeth, abscesses or ulceration, 
unclean gums and teeth all 
cause digestive disturbances that 
can mean serious setbacks in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. 

Dentists, therefore, are of 
great assistance in the work of 
controlling tuberculosis. ‘The 
simple rules of mouth hygiene 
can be taught children from the 
time when they make their first 
trip to the dentist. 

If they are shown how to 
brush their teeth correctly and 
made to feel the importance of 
having periodic inspection rather 
than waiting for a toothache to 
assail them, good health habits 
will be formed and practiced as 
a matter of course. If children, 
and grownups too, can only be 
taught that such habits will reap 
untold benefits in later life,

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there will be much accomplished 
toward reaching the goal of a 
healthier world. 

Everyone nowadays realizes 
that health can be “caught” just 
as easily as measles or anything 
else contagious—that the pre- 
vention of sickness should be 
striven for.

Soreness Under 
Dentures 


Q.—Wish your advice on follow- 
ing case. Lady patient, age 48, re- 
moved all of her teeth both upper 
and lower including some bridge 
work, Teeth were slightly affected 
with pyorrhea, not bad; patient 
had some neuritis which has all 
passed away. Three weeks after ex- 
traction impressions were taken and 
plates inserted, using maroon rub- 
ber. Patient complained constantly 
of plates hurting though no sore- 
ness was apparent after plates were 
trimmed and adjusted, after four 
months of trying patient still says 
that plates hurt. New impressions 
were taken and cast aluminum 
plates were made. These have been 
worn about three months; patient 
complains of inside of lips feeling 
like they were scalded. Gum tissue 
looks and feels normal, but mucus 
membrane covering inside of lips 
and cheek from left to right molar 
region is red and inflamed and at 
times slightly swollen. No ulcerated 
or raw spots. When plates are left 
out condition clears up and returns 
as soon as they are worn again. 


What would be your suggestion - 


as to cause and remedy ?—B.M.B. 
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A.—This is the kind of case that 
should make us hesitate a long 
while before consenting to extract 
all the teeth for a patient, unless all 
are positively and incurable affect- 
ed either apically or with pyorrhea. 
The teeth in this patient’s mouth 
that were only “slightly affected 
with pyorrhea” undoubtedly should 
have been treated and retained as 
it is quite possible that she will 
never be comfortable with full den- 
tures. 

The most likely thing to give her 
comfort in the way of dentures 
would be a continuous gum set, but 
of course these are difficult to con- 
struct and necessarily expensive. 

If continuous gum cannot be con- 
sidered I would suggest that you 
try substituting the vulcanite on her 
present aluminum bases with one of 
the condensites, making sure that it 
is thoroughly cured. You had per- 
haps better reduce the labial and 
buccal contour to avoid pressure 
contact against the tissue that be- 
comes inflamed.—V. C. Smedley. 


Helpful Suggestions 


Here are several suggestions I 
find useful on our office. 
Iodine stains are easily removed 
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by making a solution of one table 
spoon of hyposulphite to a pint of 
water and dipping garment in it. 

Silver nitrate stains are painted 
with iodine, then soaked in a hypo- 
sulphite solution as above. 

Ordinary gasoline is very good to 
use in removing compound from 
denture trays. 

Peroxide is excellent for remov- 
ing ink stains. 

When x-ray films come out of the 
tank, after being through the com- 
plete process, in a condition of 
cloudiness with green or whitish 
stains, do not always blame the 
temperature of the developer or 
hypo. I find that even with the 
water constantly in circulation in 
the wash a film gathers at the sides 
of the tanks and should be emptied 
and wiped very thoroughly.

Thermal Shock 


Q.—I have a case about which I 
would appreciate your opinion. 

This patient, a man about 45 
years of age, has had a marked re- 
cession of gum tissue around all his 
teeth for a number of years, and 
the teeth have been slightly sensi- 
tive to thermal shock. He appeared 
with a severe case of vincent’s in- 
fection which I have treated and 
eradicated. He complained of his 
teeth being so sensitive he was un- 
able to eat with any comfort and 
that condition remains. He is losing 
weight simply from lack of nour- 
ishment. The pain is so intense 
when he eats, he quits before satis- 
fying his hunger. 

Any suggestion you can offer to 
relieve this condition will be great- 
ly appreciated. 

I might say, in addition to the 
above, that x-ray examination 
shows approximately one half of 
the process has been destroyed.— 
R.E.S. 

A.—The case of which you write 
is rather unusual in that the sensi- 
tiveness to thermal shock has be- 
come so extremely acute. We find 
that this sensitiveness to thermal 





shock in cases.of recession is fre- 
quently due to lack of cleanliness. 
The acid evolved by the large 
masses of bacteria increases the sen- 
sitiveness, so.if this man would not 
only brush his teeth very thorough- 
ly every day..but tape them thor- 
oughly twice a day I am sure the 
sensitiveness would decrease. Then 
you may use either zinc chloride 
or full strength formaldehyde solu- 
tion applied with a wooden point 
and rubbed in to the sensitive area. 





Plate Powder 


Q.—Kindly let me know the 
composition of plate powders for 
making plates stick tight. 

I think tragacanth is the main 
ingredient but probably there is 
one or more other ingredients.— 


E.J.L. 


A.—I do not know the exact com- | 


position of any of the commercial 
plate powders, but either powdered 
gum tragacanth or powdered slip- 
pery elm bark, or a combination 
of both may be used satisfactorily 
for this purpose.—V. C. Smedley. 





Dental Preparations 


Q.—Could you advise me where 
to get a book of formulas for den- 
tal preparations ?—J.M. 


R.—The best book of formulas 
for dental preparations that I know 
of is “Dental Formulary,” by Her- 
man Prinz, published by Lea & 
Febiger, Philadelphia and New 
York.—V. C. Smedley. 





Sensitive Teeth 


Q.—What do you find to be the 
best procedure in taking care of ero- 
sion at the gingival margin or in 
cases where the teeth are ground 
down to a sensitive area by masti- 
cation ?—B.A.H. : 

A.—I believe there is nothing bet- 
ter than a thoroughly condensed 
gold foil filling for the restoration 


-of either gingival erosion or decay. 
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Other materials in order of desir- 
ability from the preservation of the 
teeth standpoint are: 2nd—porcelain 
inlay, 3rd—amalgam fillings, 4th— 
silicate fillings; where the erosion 
has progressed to sufhcient depth to 
warrant fillings. These patients 
should always be instructed to use 
an up and down stroke instead of a 
cross stroke with the tooth brush, as 
I am convinced that so called ero- 
sion is frequently nothing but tooth 
brush abrasion. 

The sensitiveness of eroded and 
abraded surfaces can usually be al- 
layed by the application of silver 
nitrate to inconspicuous surfaces and 
chloride of zinc, formalin, or forma- 
cresol where discoloration must be 
avoided. Each of these agents may 
be rendered more effective by apply- 
ing them under pressure or by bur- 
nishing them into the surface with 
a hot instrument. It is best to do the 
latter under a nerve block.—V.C.S. 





Nausea 


Q.—Please answer through your 
magazine the following question. I 
have a patient who nauseates so 
quickly it is impossible for me to 
get one impression of his mouth. 
Will appreciate it very much if you 
will tell me how to overcome this 
condition. I thank you.—E.B.H. 

A.—Spraying the throat with cam- 
phorated water will usually allevi- 
ate a tendency to gag sufficiently to 
permit the taking of an impression. 
If not, swabbing with a local anes- 
thetic such as tutocain will probably 
do the business, but, if not, you may 
have to use a novocain injection.— 
V.C.S.

Failure of Anesthesia 


Q.—Will you please state why 
conductive (mandibular) anesthesia 
so often fails in cases of acute ab- 
scessed teeth, even without swelling, 
when some operators almost always 
secure perfect results with non-ab- 
scessed cases? 

Also why the same injection often 
fails for pulp removal. Thanks,— 
CALL. 

4A.—There should. be no reason 
why a mandibular nerve block 
shouldn’t be as effective in the case 
of abscessed teeth as in teeth with- 
out abscesses. It is true that on oc- 
casions there will be a little sensa- 
tion when tearing away the abscess 
sac, but that is due to the local area 
of necrosis rather than to a faulty 
anesthesia. If the anesthetic is not 
effective in pulp removal it probably 
is due to an imperfect injection. 
Pulp removal probably requires a 
more profound anesthesia than ex- 
traction or cavity preparation, — 
G.R.W.

Dental Economics 


M.S.S. of New York makes the 
statement that “If we focus too 
much attention on financial remun- 
eration. we are going to destroy 
what we might call the soul of the 
profession.” Of course we cannot 
quarrel with his statement because 
if we do too much of anything it 
is obviously wrong. 

But the writer wonders if in the 
past the dental profession has not 
been inclined to lean too far back 
the other way. I am reminded of 
what a successful dentist said re- 
cently, “The trouble with the dentist 
is, he is often trying to save his 
patient money.” He meant by this 
that the dentist often uses inferior 
work, hasty and poor examinations, 
and other short cuts to keep down 
the dental bill and thus hold the 
patient’s good will. 

An example of this might be seen 
in the past when men frequently in- 
serted silicate fillings where foil 
would have been better, put in alloy 
fillings where inlays were really in- 
dicated and other matters of similar 
nature. In doing this they really cut 
down the dental bill at the time and 
obtasned a reputation for being 
much cheaper than Dr. X in the 
other office. 

Is it not better to attempt to show 
the patient the difference by models 
and explanation? To make it clear 
why they can have their teeth filled 
for twenty dollars in one way or to 
do the work in another way for six- 
ty dollars. 

If the patient is of average in- 
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telligence and trusts the operator 
the matter is easily settled. They 
vote for the best and the work is 
started. This is the time to deter- 
mine how the work is to be paid 
for and it should be clearly under- 
stood. now. 

Most practices have the same pa- 
tients from year to year. There is 
some variation of course. But gen- 
erally, the people from the same 
families come to the office year after 
year. If the question of choice of 
kind of work and of fees is taken 
up with the patients as they come 
into the office, very soon it will be 
taken for granted that this is the 
right way and as friends tell other 
friends, the patients very seldom 
object as they know they «are all 
being treated fairly and in the same 
manner. 

I believe that if the dentist will 
take time to make a careful exami- 
nation, a close estimate and extend 
reasonable credit he can do plenty 
of work. If M.S.S. is objecting to 
the proposition of national advertis- 
ing as some have suggested I agree 
with him. 

It is not necessary, efficient or 
dignified for professional men to do 
so.—C.V.S. 


Real Compensation 


After reading “R.C.W.” and 
“G.O.C.’s” comments and opinions 
(ORAL Hyciene, October 1929, pp. 
2198-2199) and your own remarks 
thereon, I couldn’t refrain from re- 
plying to these young men who seem 
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anxious to make dentistry more “in- 


teresting and profitable,” by hook or © 


by crook, as it were. 

In the first place, every new pa- 
tient presents an interesting problem 
to solve. It is interesting indeed to 
restore properly missing teeth, re- 
move teeth which menace the health, 
etc. It is not only interesting, it is 
doing good unto others— making 
them. happier. That, in itself, is 
something valuable, regardless of 
fees. And moreover, by doing such 
good we obtain, indirectly, the best 
advertising “that money can’t buy” 
— advertising of a priceless and 
lasting nature. That is the best kind 
of advertising professional dentists 
and doctors receive. 

In the second place, “G.O.C.” is 
utterly on the wrong tack if he 
studied dentistry to get rich. All 
any professional men should expect 
is a comfortable income which is 
adequate enough to provide a re- 
spectable standard of living and a 
surplus for retirement in old age. 
This surplus varies according to 
ability, personality, etc. The late 
Prof. Alfred R. Starr frequently re- 
minded us not to expect wealth from 
the practice of dentistry, and he 
certainly knew his life work. 

It seems to me that these young 
men, if they would bide their time, 
become interested in the scientific 
phases of dentistry by reading and 
studying the dental journals and 
literature, and do their’ utmost to 
help humanity out of its afflictions, 
would become less restive, and in 
time would become better remun- 
erated.—M.B.S.

The graduate who has kept 
abreast of his profession has noth- 
ing to fear from any state board. It 
is generally the bird who by some 
hook or crook slipped by and by his 
inability to deliver has failed to 
make good, and is always looking 
for greener pasture, that is ever 
ready to call state board members 
crooks. 

I believe that all questions that 
arise are open to friendly discussion, 
but it does not follow that any man 
has the right to call men, whom he 
has never seen nor met, crooks. You 
will remember that Al Capone prac- 
ticed in Illinois but Pennsylvania 
did not grant him RECIPROCITY.

In Defense of State 
Boards 


I have been very much interested 
in the correspondence appearing 
from time to time in ORAL HYGIENE, 
relating to State Board regulations. 
Intemperate letters like the one ap- 
pearing in the September issue 
should not go unchallenged, so per- 
haps, some first-hand information 
may be interesting to your: readers. 

In the first place we should not 
lose sight of the fact that dental ex- 
amining boards, like other profes- 
sional boards are instituted and pre- 
sumed to function in the interests of 
public welfare. Unfortunately, this 
fact is sometimes lost sight of by 
boards and individual members 
thereof and by other members of the 
profession. 

Professional boards as a rule rec- 
ognize the fact that their duty is 
primarily to determine the fitness of 





a candidate to practice the profes- 
sion for which he seeks a license. 
The mere fact that an individual 
may have a license to practice in a 
state is not always prima facie evi- 
dence of the individual’s qualifica- 
tions. In many instances, persons to- 
tally unqualified have been able to 
secure licenses (not necessarily 
through any irregularity), and in 
other instances individuals who may 
have satisfied the authorities as to 
their qualifications have retrogressed 
in the practice of their profession 
to the point where it would best 
serve public welfare if they were 
prohibited from further practice un- 
til such time as they had recognized 
their responsibilities and equipped 
themselves accordingly. 

Actual happenings would surprise 
those unfamiliar with situations 
which often confront examiners. For 
example, many candidates for li- 
censes will unblushingly admit that 
they have fallen into practices (and 
continue them for many years), 
which were prompted by expedien- 
cy rather than an endeavor to ren- 
der real professional service and 
then, with astonishing frequency 
there will appear the individual 
whose lack of qualifications is truly 
astonishing. 

May I cite an extreme case? An 
individual who is licensed in a 
Mid-Western state and who has 
been practicing in its largest city 
for a number of years, recently, 
sought a license to practice in an- 
other state. In his practical exam- 
ination he failed to display even a 
rudimentary knowledge of cavity 
preparation and when in the inter- 
ests of the patient the examiner 
stopped further efforts and requested 
that he place cement in the cavity, 
he was unable to do this, it being 
necessary for the examiner to com- 
plete the toilet of the cavity and 
place a cement filling therein. Of 
course, as I stated this is an ex- 
treme case but there are others, who 
display remarkable lack of training 
and ability, constantly coming under 
the eyes of the: examiners. 

To be sure, the most satisfactory 
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arrangement will be the National 
Board but, until that body is organ- 
ized on a properly functioning basis, 
the state boards must continue to 
safeguard the public. 

The laws in the various states 
creating examining boards and the 
regulations establishing the various 
standards are not concerned with 
those problems that are peculiarly 
professional and effect the profes- 
sions alone. Failure to recognize 
and bear in mind this fact may pos- 
sibly lead to very embarrassing situ- 
ations. —— ALFRED WALKER, D.D.S., 
New York City. 





On Reciprocity 


Having read the article of Dr. L. 
R. Siegel in the June issue of ORAL 
HyGIENE on Reciprocity, also Dr. 
George H. Pace’s comments on same 
in the September issue, the writer 
wishes to say that he ds in full ac- 
cord with both writers and will. 
even go a bit farther. He thinks 
that a man worthy and capable of 
practicing in one state, should be 
capable of practicing not only in 
any state in the United States, but 
in any U. S. domains, if his moral 
and ethical standards are of the 
highest. 

The writer thinks that state den- 
tal boards should be completely 
done away with and that we should 
have a national board, or several 
district boards; or make the final 
examinations of the colleges so that 
when a boy gets his D.D.S. degree, 
he is eligible to practice anywhere 
in the U. S$. 

Better yet, to my way of think- 
ing, is to have the teachers of one 
college give the fina! examination 
to the boys of another college. In 
that way there can be not the least 
bit of partiality. 

Have all class “A” colleges use 
the same curriculum and text books. 
Let’s say a class “A” college of St. 
Louis, examine the students of a 
class “A” college in Denver, and 
vice versa, at the end of each col- 
lege year. Then when a boy has re- 
ceived his D.D.S. degree he is 


ready to begin practice anywhere 
he wishes to do so. Group all class 
“A” colleges together, all class “B” 
colleges and so on. 

The writer thinks it unprofes- 
sional that some states charge an 
annual fee or tax for the right to 
continue to practice, to my mind it 
places our profession on the basis 
of a trade. Dentistry is the only rec- 
ognized profession I know of that 
has to pay such a fee.* 

The writer knows how it feels to 
have to take a state board exam- 
ination, after being out of college 
for better than twenty years. How- 
ever, he has nothing but the highest 
praise for the Missouri board. 

Let us raise our profession above 
our present standard and bring it 
to the point that the physician when 
speaking of Dr. So-and-So, will not 
say, “Oh, he is only a dentist.”—

Medical and Dental 
Co-operation 


I am writing you at this time to 
register what I consider a _ just 
grievance because of the “ballyhoo” 
and great deal of “bunk” one reads 
today in professional journals con- 
cerning the friendly spirit of co- 
operation between the allied profes- 
sions of dentistry and medicine and 
the inter-dependence of one upon 
the other. 

Being a practicing dentist for the 
past four years, with an ambition 
to continue the study of medicine, I 
know by experience the exact atti- 
tude the A.M.A. and the medical 
schools it controls, entertain towards 
the dentist. 

I, too, have had two years of col- 
lege work prior to my study of den- 
tistry but unfortunately I didn’t 
follow the straight and very nar- 
row path of education prescribed 
by the A.M.A. as an entrance pre- 





*The annual tax idea is quite popular 
these days.

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requisite. Yet I have offered to sub- 
mit to an entrance examination én 
all the required pre-medical sub- 
jects but the red tape is inflexible 
and rather would the A.M.A. ad- 
mit a thousand indolent and indif- 
ferent potential physicians to their 
schools than a few ambitious indiv- 
iduals who can’t meet the condi- 
tions imposed by them, in an effort 
to get the best “type.” 

I graduated from the School of 
Dental and Oral Surgery of Colum- 
bia University in 1925 and main- 
tained an excellent scholastic rec- 
ord while at school, yet when I ap- 
plied for admission to a dozen dif- 
ferent medical schools throughout 
the U. S., their replies manifestly 
let it be known that all my hard 
work and excellent grades at den- 
tal school didn’t quite qualify me 
to compete in the study of medicine 
with the average “half baked” pre- 
medical student who studied “Eng- 
lish course 5000” and memorized 
the dates of Shelley’s and Keat’s 
births, and could possibly quote ten 
lines from the works of each. 

My D.D.S. is not recognized as 
suficient foundation for the study 
of medicine yet we talk of the close 
and cordial relationship between 
these branches of the healing art 
and their mutual inter-dependence. 

There is one: medical institution 
in Kansas City with the courage to 
buck the regulations of the A.M.A. 
and to admit students on their in- 
dividual merits but unfortunately 
its graduates are left hopelessly 
stranded between the “devil and 
the deep sea” being unable to se- 
cure internship and ineligible for 
state boards. 

How can such a situation be 
remedied? — H. B. MONTUREAN, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

It is very unfortunate that den- 
tistry and medicine do not exchange 
credentials, This failure to exchange 
any credentials whatever forces a 
young fellow to choose his course in 
life immediately upon leaving high 
school, which is rather a large or- 
der for many to fill and it leads to 
a lot of misfits in the profession 


who would make better carpenters, 
chauffeurs or truck gardeners than 
dentists or medical men. 

I don’t see that it makes much 
difference whether the _ student 
studies English literature or history 
in the preparatory course. Personal- 
ly I am in favor of medicine and 
dentistry having exactly the same 
subjects up to and including the 
Sophomore year, then a division 
could occur. Those who wish to 
study either medicine or dentistry 
could do so, and df at any time 
either wanted to take the other line 
they could finish the course in two 
years instead of four years or six 
years, as is now necessary.—Editor 
ORAL HYGIENE.

Constructive Treatment of 
Pyorrhea Alveolaris

HE first step in the treat- 
ment of any condition or 
disease should be a cor- 
rect or believed to be correct 
diagnosis of the case, whether 
it is a case for a dentist or a 
case for a physician. Treating 
any condition or disease with- 
out any conception of its cause 
is far worse than treating a case 
with a medicine of secret for- 
mula without knowing the in- 
gredients. (I will leave it to 
you to read what the 4.D.4. 
Journal, Bureau of Chemistry 
says about secret formulas.) 
What right does a dentist 
have to begin treating a case of 
pyorrhea when he does not 
know the cause? Nine times out 
of ten the patient will ask what 
the cause of pyorrhea is and he 
stammers for a few minutes 
and then finally says, “we do 
not know.” What do you sup- 
‘ pose the patient has in his or 
her mind at that time? It 
would be simply this. The pa- 
tient with ordinary intelligence 
would not have any faith in the 
treatment as the dentist admits 
he does not know what he is 
treating, and is only guessing at 
what he is doing. 
In reference to my article in 


‘the February 1929 issue of 


OraL HycIENeE, page 279, on 
Systemic Metallic Poisoning, I 
have every reason to believe I 
know what I am treating or at 
least I am so thoroughly con- 
vinced that I know I have no 
trouble getting my patients to 
believe with me. . 

In my article I named seven 
different metals which entered 
into the source of pyorrhea. 
They were mercury, lead, bis- 
muth, copper, arsenic, phos- 
phorous, and aluminum, and 
will now add one more, barium, 
which is the eighth. Each of the 
eight when subdivided will 
make many more sources. For 
example take the one metal, 
lead. (See table on next page.) 

Before undertaking the treat- 
ment which I am going to out- 
line for pyorrhea, I would sug- 
gest that you familiarize your- 
self with the symptoms of acute 
and chronic poisoning of the 
above named metals through 
some recognized authority in 
Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics. 

I have put forth five years of 
study, both theoretically and by 
experiments trying to dislodge 
my theory on the cause of py- 
orrhea and as yet: have not 
found a single argumenrtt or ex- 
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periment that will not work 
back in my favor. 

There are two ways of treat- 
ing pyorrhea, destructive treat- 
ment and constructive treat- 
ment. To treat a case destruc- 
tively is by extracting too many 
teeth, destroying bone, destroy- 
ing gum tissue and last by de- 
stroying the pericimentum of 
the tooth by over-polishing their 
roots. This treatment will yield 
to an old chronic case of pyor- 
rhea where the metallic poison 
has been eliminated by Nature, 
and will hold as long as the 
patient takes care of his teeth 
and does not get the system 
poisnned with metal again. 
Though this treatment be ever 
so well done, you have lost 
structure of gum and bone, and 
it will fail in acute cases. 

Constructive treatment which 
I follow in every case, is to save

all the teeth except the ones 
that are too far gone to ‘stand 
up under the stress of mastica- 
tion and the posterior teeth 
where the pus penetrates the 
bone in the bifurcation of their 
roots. Do not lacerate the gums 
if it can be prevented. The bone 
of the alveolar process should 
be lightly curetted where there 
is a pus pocket. The curette 
should be a very small file the 
same as used in scaling the roots 
of the teeth. To over-polish the 
roots of the teeth will destroy 
the pericementum which might 
not be destroyed by the pyor- 
rhetic condition. I use only a 
small set of files to finish the 
scaling and only scale where I 
can feel a roughness, indicating 
the presence of calculus. It is 
necessary to remove this calcu- 
lus and it should be watched 
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for throughout the treatment. 

For local treatment never use 
medicines that irritate or pro- 
duce an escharotic effect of the 
gums. Do not use astringents. I 
get the best results with drugs 
that have a hygroscopic effect. 
Drugs which will produce this 
effect will draw the congestion 
of blood and serous fluids from 
the gums without causing any 
irritation and is not an astrin- 
gent. 

A mouth wash of potassium 
chlorate 10 grains to the ounce 
of cinnamon water is very good 
for the patient to use as a home 
treatment. 


SYSTEMIC TREATMENT 

The first thing to be consid- 
ered in the systemic treatment 
is the testing of saliva with lit- 
mus paper to find if it is acid 
or alkaline. The percentage of 
acid mouths carrying pyorrhea 
is very small and when you find 
one, it generally is very easy to 
handle with only a local treat- 
ment. I seldom use a systemic 
treatment for these cases as the 
_acid of the system will be suf- 
ficient. 

Acid acting on metallic de- 
posits of the body will break up 
the poisonous effect of the met- 
al and free the system of metal 
provided the patient does not 
constantly consume more metal- 
lic substances. For example: 


Atrophy of the gums and bone 
which is generally found in acid 
mouths is only a case of pyor- 
rhea which has been checked by 
the acidity of the system and 
would have been a case of sup- 


purative pyorrhea instead had 


- the system not been acid. 


(My theory of atrophy: and 
erosion: Atrophy of gums and 
bone is the result of systemic 
metallic poisoning which has 
been checked by the acidity of 
the system. Erosion of the teeth 
is the effect of acidosis either 
in the past or present. ) 


If I find the saliva either 
neutral or alkaline and the py- 
orrhea condition has acute 
symptoms, which is recognized 
by tenderness and bleeding 
gums, I know immediately the 
system is laden with metallic 
substance of some kind. To get 
results in treating cases of this 
type I find it necessary to pre- 
scribe 10 to 20 grains of potas- 
sium or sodium iodide as an al- 
terative three times per day 
over a period of time ranging 


from 30 to 90 days. 


DIET 

It has generally been taught 
that pyorrhea cannot be cured 
and can only be arrested. If you 
can keep it arrested you have 
produced a cure. At this point 
is where diet has its place. To 
produce a permanent cure for 
pyorrhea you are compelled to 
produce an acid system which 
is easily done by diet. As a mat- 
ter of fact in this present age 
it is impossible not to be sub- 
jected to metallic poison of 
some kind even with all pre- 
cautions, and the only way to 
prevent an accumulation of 
metallic substance is to convert 
the system so Nature will de- 
stroy it. This can be done by 
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taking buttermilk two or three 
times per day, which gives lac- 
tic acid; vinegars which are 
fermented acids, eaten with let- 
tuce and tomato salads, etc. 
Eat meat and. carbohydrates 
which are acid-forming foods. 

Citrus fruits such as oranges, 
grapefruit, lemons, and limes 
will not produce acid in the 
system as they change from a 
citric acid to a carbonate in the 
stomach and tends to promote 
alkalosis. 

In conclusion I wish to ask 


the readers of this article not to 
misunderstand me as being radi- 
cal as I am heartily in accord 
with giving medicine when it is 
necessary. There are cases where 
mercury, bismuth, and arsenic 
have to be given not withstand- 
ing the fact that it causes ill 
effects of the gums, bone, and 
peridental tissues. If any reader 
of OrAL HYGIENE can sight a 
case of pyorrhea that is con- 
trary to the theory of metallic 
poisoning I would be very glad 
to know of it.

How to Build

HIS afternoon I am go- 

ing to attempt to bring 

to you my ideas relative 
to the importance of your men 
establishing confidence in their 
local communities, and some of 
the ways and means toward 
that end. I realize that I am 
talking to the winners of a re- 
cent life insurance sales con- 
test and that I am a young man 
in the dental profession. Never- 
theless, the fundamentals of 
“building business” in an in- 
surance agency or a modern 
dental practice are getting to 
the point where they do not ‘dif- 
fer radically. These facts and 
ideas may not all coincide with 
conditions found in a city sales 
Organization of an insurance 
company; however, do- not 
throw them all away but use 
what you can. 

We are living in an age 
when times are constantly 
changing. If you refuse to 
move with the times you are 
going to be lost. Others come! 
They take your place and hu- 
manity moves on. Dentistry has 
developed rapidly. I have noted, 
in attending your sessions, the 
announcements of new forms

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and contracts to meet the ever- 
changing demands of the buy- 
ing public. Dentists have been 
slow to realize and study the 
means of development of their 
practices. “Today the world 
worships and admires success, 
whether it be in dentistry, in- 
surance, banking or what not. 
Are you developing yourself up 
to these new specifications set 
by this new age? What you 
consider the last word in busi- 
ness administration today has 
to be continually altered to 
meet the ever-changing condi- 
tions of our busy world of to- 
morrow. 

The North American Life 
Insurance Company is like one 
big family and I enjoy your en- 
thusiasm and good fellowship. 
Enthusiasm and optimism are 
basic principles of progressive 
business today. Many are fail- 
ing, not for lack of brains, but 
for lack of application. and de- 
termination. 

I am fourth from the oldest 
in a family of twelve children, 
seven girls and five boys. Our 
home was in Lisbon, North 
Dakota, where my father is 
still railroad station agent. My 
two older brothers and myself 
maintain a joint dental practice 
in Lafayette.

The de- 
tailed story of how the twelve 
of us have financed ourselves 
through college has created con- 
siderable interest in educational 
circles. I wish to tell you it was 
real battle. The five youngest 
members are in college at pres- 
ent, but two girls will grad- 
uate from Purdue University in 
June. From two to four of us 
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have been in college continu- 
ously over a period of the last 
thirteen years. 

In the midst of all this edu- 
cational expense it became nec- 
essary for us to spend thou- 
sands for equipment for our 
dental clinic. We were often 
near the “saturation point,” but 
one thing saved us—we had a 
family reputation for honesty 


Many boys graduating from dental college today are sitting back 
in their offices waiting and hoping for “practice.” 
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and we managed to get more 
credit. We have maintained 
that reputation. Being poor 
simply made us more deter- 
mined in our efforts to succeed. 
We finally won out by sticking 
together. We learned to plan; 
perhaps we learned to “build 
business” or “build practice” as 
we call it in dentistry. 

We conduct a rather con- 
servative practice, always striv- 
ing to maintain the highest 
standards of efficiency and 
and workmanship. Our patients 
are people from every walk of 
life. We also find time to de- 
vote to the upbuilding of our 
profession by conducting clinics 
before dental and medical meet- 
ings. 

On graduating from dental 
college I thought I was through 
with study. I believed clubs, 
parties and other social func- 


tions a real means of develop- 


ment of better business. How- 
ever, I soon came to the real- 
ization that I was pursuing the 
wrong tactics. Dental colleges 
neglect teaching the graduate 
“practice building.” Study har- 
der and the results in your 
business will soon be conclusive 
proof of your efforts. This is 
an age of specialization and 
competition. Small business 
must study big business to es- 
cape extinction. Banks, stores, 
all businesses are failing and 
will continue to fail. Many 
dentists are in the same predica- 
ment. Chain propositions come 
along; their managers are on a 
competitive basis. They study 
cost of overhead and produc- 
tion; they study in detail the 


causes of fluctuation in busi- 
ness. So do we. A dental prac- 
tice can be a well regulated busi- 
ness just the same as any other 
business. 

Study your city! In our city 
we have a great university. Six 
of my younger brothers and 
sisters have entered the school 
in the last six years. These con- 
tacts have been invaluable to 
us. We have railroad shops, 
factories, much retired wealth 
and a fine surrounding farming 
country. No foreign element. 
An ideal place for the location 
of a business. 

Dental economists show us 
that less than fifteen per cent 
of our people really care for 
their teeth. The great middle 
class which represents about 
seventy per cent of the people 
are too busy buying automo- 
biles, radios, pianos, diamonds, 
taking vacations, raising fami- 
lies and are often neglecting 
their teeth. I recently presented 
a health program in a large 
factory. The manufacturer 
thanked me and said, “Many 
of my men are going on the 
‘scrap heap’ ten years early be- 
cause they are failing to take 
care of their health.” Among 
our public schools nearly nine- 
ty per cent of the children are 
suffering from neglected teeth. 
‘Today we use the x-ray to de- 
tect hidden cavities and, decay 
under old fillings. 

Dental associations have not 
been active in educational pro- 
grams which would help in 
these situations. Local societies 
have frowned on_ individual 
efforts to enlighten the public, 
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but have done little of impor- 
tance themselves. They are 
waking up to this fact all over 
the country. 

What are we doing in our 
town to establish the confi- 
dence of the community and in- 
terest them in health and good 
dentistry? During the past year 
and a half I have talked before 
our high schools, Parent- Teach- 
er Associations, Hospital Train- 
ing School, Medical Associa- 
tion, Dental Association, lunch- 
eon clubs, factories and other 
organizations. We have cre- 
ated an interest in good den- 
tistry such as we never dreamed 
of. Every dentist in our com- 
munity has benefited by these 
programs. Recently I have 
been called to report on the re- 
sults of this work before asso- 
ciations in other cities and the 


interest has become widespread. : 


Educate the people to the 
value of your commodity, but 
do not oversell. I believe high- 


pressure salesmanship is danger- — 


ous in dentistry and in many 
cases is followed by disastrous 
reactions. Tell them the abso- 
lute truth—it is the safest way. 
We have made an extensive 
and interesting study of the ef- 
fects of overselling, and it is 
not desirable. 

Bankers, lawyers and other 
business men take an active 
part in civic and community af- 
fairs. They do not plan on sit- 
ting back in their offices quietly 
hoping for business. Many boys 
graduating from dental schools 
today are confronted with that 
terrific disheartening ‘waiting 
period.” Perhaps permanent 





discouragement comes before 
business. I have seen it often. 
Then all may be lost. Do not 
give your young men a rate- 
book and expect wonders. Stick 
with them; tell them all you 
know and then dig for more 
knowledge yourself. No good 
business is easy to build today. 


Dentists have been long 
called “‘little tooth carpenters,” 
and you insurance men in the 
past have often been placed in 
the same class with book agents. 
We have both bettered our rela- 
tive positions but have no reason 
to get self-satisfied. 


You cannot realize the pleas- 
ure it has given me talk to 
thousands of young people in 
high schools and grade schools 
in our city and in other cities. 
I have been particularly inter- 
ested in boys who, for economic 
reasons, cannot go to college. I 
have been through college and 
can tell them what is before 
them. 


Do not always talk your 
business. Above all, be sincere. 
Your own character and stand- 
ing must be above reproach. I 
have talked on numerous sub- 
jects beside dentistry and health. 
Examples of these are: “Value 
of a Higher Education,” 
“What Are You Going to Do 
When You Leave High 
School?” “My Sixth Months 
in the Trenches With the In- 
telligence Section,” “Character 
Building,” etc. Be something to 
the young people of your com- 
munity besides an insurance 
man. You will develop yourself 
into a bigger man and it will 
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incidentally reflect in your busi- 
ness. 

A real source of inspiration 
comes to me from the many 
letters of appreciation which I 
have received. I have collected 
these letters and write-ups into 
a scrap-book, which I call the 
“Book of Evidence.” You will 
be surprised how rapidly it 
grows. Start one yourself. 

Right here I wish to state 
that it is practicing in a group 
that makes it possible for me to 
follow this work. First, because 
I could not afford to take the 
time away from the office if 
practicing alone. Second, I cer- 
tainly would have become dis- 
couraged by men of our own 
profession who do not see good 
in this work. Ethics in our pro- 
fession have tended to make the 
average dentist a retiring type 
of person. I believe many real 
geniuses in the dental profes- 
sion have passed on compara- 
tively unknown, victims of 
their own faithfulness to the 
code of ethics of the dental pro- 
fession. Dentists should organ- 
ize themselves into larger units 
and work together. We dentists 
have been sitting back, letting 
tooth paste companies tell our 
stories. Mottoessuchas “‘Aclean 





tooth never decays” have been 
especially misleading. Many 
parents have been providing 
paste and a brush and foolishly 
neglecting dental examinations. 

Some men are still trying to 
build up their business by de- 
structive criticism of other men. 
They are your best advertisers. 

We have found the educa- 
tional materials, especially the 
lantern slides and movie films, 


‘procured from the association 


headquarters, are somewhat out 
of date and often ineffective. 
This necessitates the spending 
of a great deal of time and con- 
siderable money in developing 
our own material. We are con- 
tinually adding to our collec- 
tion until it has become quite 
extensive. It takes time, but it 
is fascinating. Perhaps your 
golf may suffer, but let it. 
Many are letting golf and simi- 
lar pleasure unconsciously rob 
them of much. It’s a real pleas- 
ure to have a growing business. 

In closing, I wish to state 
that details and results of edu- 
cational work would easily fill 


a volume. In a short talk of 


this type one can only touch 
very briefly on a few of the 
major points.

HAVE advised my students- 
for several years, as a part 
of their preventive hygiene, 
to have root-canal-filled teeth 
roentgenographed at least every 
two years whether or not they 
ehave signs or symptoms of 
pathologic conditions, just as 
they should visit a dentist semi- 
annually regardless of any 
knowledge of dental caries. I 
have believed that in this way 
many foci of infection might be 
discovered which could then be 
eradicated before constitutional 
harm might occur. 

Many students have never 
experienced sensitiveness on pres- 
sure, swelling of the gum, pain, 
or thermal twinges in relation 
to their root-canal-filled teeth. 
I have wondered whether I was 
not subjecting many of this 
group to needless expense by 
advising dental roentgenograms 
at least every two years. 
search of the literature did not 
reveal reports of any roentgen- 
ray study having been made of 
symptomless ‘dead’ teeth in 
persons of college age. Several

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studies were found of root- 
canal-filled teeth of persons of 
various age groups and of per- 
sons having constitutional infec- 
tions believed to be caused by 
dental infection. 

Ulrich? examined 1,350 dead 
teeth in the mouths of ill pa- 
tients and found that 83 per 
cent had apical abscesses. Of 
those teeth which had been arti- 
ficially devitalized, 68 per cent 
showed apical abscesses. 

Black,” in examining 600 per- 
sons, some of whom were ill, 
found 9 per cent of the teeth 
with good root-canal fillings 
were abscessed and 63 per cent 
of those with poor root-canal 
fillings. 

Tovell® studied 3,276 teeth. 
Of the previously treated teeth, 
73 per cent showed evidence of 
disease at the apical _ ends, 
whereas only 4 per cent of the 
non-treated teeth showed evi-

dence of periapical involvement. 

Eusterman* of the Mayo 
Clinic found 2,099  pulpless 
teeth in 900 patients. Evidence 
of some lesion inclusive of min- 
ute rarefaction, granuloma or 
cyst was revealed roentgeno- 
graphically in 80 per cent of 
these teeth. The average age of 
the males was 31; of the fe- 
males, 36. 

Because of the very slight aid 
given by these studies, I decided 
to study the roentgenographic 
appearances of root-canal-filled 
teeth in college students, and to 
limit the study to those “dead” 
teeth which following “devital-

ization” had been, so far as the 
students had knowledge, free of 
signs and symptoms of patho- 
logic conditions. 

The physician of the medical 
adviser’s offices of Cornell Uni- 
versity referred to me a total of 
325 students, 108 women and 
217 men, chosen as they ap- 
peared for their annual physical 
examinations. Sixty-one of these 
failed to show root-canal-filled 
teeth, leaving for study and re- 
port the teeth of eighty-six 
females and 176 males. 

TECHNIC OF STUDY 

All exposures were made on 
intra-oral dental films with the 
patients reclining. A current of 
10 milliamperes and a target 
distance of 10 inches were used. 
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All upper molars were exposed 
at least twice from different 
angles, and in some instances 
other teeth were reexamined by 
films, especially when any doubt 
existed as to the appearance of 
the original films. The films 
were read when dry with the 
aid of an illuminated roentgen- 
ray reading-box. 

Due care was exercised that 
mental and palatine foramina, 
nasal fossae, malar processes and 
other normal anatomic parts 
were not misinterpreted as 
shadows indicating pathologic 
areas, 

RESULTS OF STUDY 

Of 288 male teeth with root- 
canal fillings, eighty-five, or 
29.5 per cent, showed definite 
evidence of pathologic condi- 
tions about the roots and apexes 
in the form of increased alveolar 
translucence, exostosis of the 
root apex, condensing osteitis of 
the alveolar structure, or re- 
sorption of the root apex. The 
corresponding figures for 171 
root-canal-filled female teeth 
were fifty, or 29.2 per cent. 

It was practically impossible 
to find the lamina dura of any 
root-canal-filled tooth normal in 
appearance. On almost all such 
teeth, the lamina dura was 
either broken or increased in 
thickness in some portion. 

In a few instances, no patho- 
logic condition was indicated at 
the apexes but the pulp chamber 
contained pulp-stones. 

Pyorrhea was detected in 
about twenty-eight male teeth 
and seven female teeth, although 
no especial search was being 


made of the entire dental sets 
of any individual. 

In the course of the study six 
male third molars and eleven 
female third molars were noted 
as impacted. 

A few proximal cavities were 
revealed on the films although 
no extensive search was made 
for them. Dental films of all 
age groups and of all classes of 
people would doubtless show 
more proximal cavities than 
those of the college age group. 
From personal experience with 
proximal cavities and my obser- 
vations in this study, I believe 
that an annual roentgen-ray ex- 
amination of all the teeth in a 
mouth, as advocated by Raper,® 
will reveal proximal cavities 
earlier than can the dentist with 
his probe and mouth mirror. 

The accompanying tables 
show the distribution of patho- 
logic conditions of the teeth and 
the extent of root-canal fillings. 

Table 2 indicates that, in 
general, the roots showing patho- 
logic signs are those having the 
poorer type of root-canal filling 
and that, as root-canal filling in 
general approaches perfection, 
fewer pathologic conditions are 
apt to result— an assumption 
which I believe is accepted by 
the majority of dentists. 

It is a well known fact that 
contraction occurs in root-canal 
filling material which is put 
into the canal in a semisoluble 
state and allowed to harden in 
the canal by the vaporization of

the solvent (often chloroform). 

Price® states: “Root fillings 
rarely fill pulp canals sufficient- 
ly perfectly to shut out bacteria 
completely,” and proceeds to 
give experimental data showing 
that chlora-percha contracts 
about 15 per cent after being 
placed in the root-canal. 

The object of filling a root- 
canal is to maintain a healthy 
periapical tissue. As it is impos- 
sible to sterilize the entire tubu- 
lar mass of the dentin, the inner 
ends of the tubules must be her-- 
metically sealed in order to pre- 
vent infection or reinfection of 
the periapical tissue. This does 
not mean that one can be care- 
less and fill the canals for half 
their length, because, in so do- 
ing the dentinal tubules are not 
sealed, which permits reinfec- 
tion.” 

COMMENT 

I am cognizant of the fact 
that it is very difficult, if possi- 
ble, to determine from _roent- 
genograms whether the struc- 
ture of a tooth is vital or non- 
vital. For that reason I have

studied only those teeth contain- 
ing root-canal fillings which 
were visible in the dental films. 

No attempt has been made to 
diagnose the pathologic condi- 
tions found at the apexes as 
granulomas or cysts, but rather 
to indicate the presence of patho- 
logic signs and allow the stu- 
dent to seek the advice of a 
dentist. 

‘“Absorptions, when they oc- 
cur, are not of necessity a result 
of bacterial irritation’’® but may 
be due to the physical trauma 
of reamers, broaches and other 
dental instruments, or to the 
chemical trauma of arsenic and 
other elements used in the pre- 
paration of the root-canal for 
filling. Many of the teeth, hav- 
ing areas of absorption, have 
been extracted by local dentists 
and in no known instance has 
the student been told that he 
did not have an “infected 
tooth,” “alveolar abscess,” “ul- 
cerated tooth,’ “pus sac on 
tooth,” or “granuloma.” In one 
instance, at least, the attempt 
to “treat” an upper tooth (bi- 
cuspid) and “drain” it was fol- 
lowed by acute signs and symp- 
toms of alveolar infection which 
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were rapidly relieved by exo- 
dontia. 

It is impossible to tell from 
the films alone whether the 
pathologic areas represent acute 
infection, subacute infection, 
chronic infection, healed sterile 
lesions, or lesions of a nonbac- 
terial nature due to physical or 
chemical trauma in these symp- 
tomless teeth of apparently well 
young persons. Many have 
proved themselves to be sub- 
acute or chronic infections, ap- 
pearing as small or large areas 
of absorption, and well may it 
be said that “the apparent ex- 
tent of the absorption is not the 
extent of the infection.’”® 

There is no doubt that infec- 
tion existed at the apexes of 
some of the _ root-canal-filled 
teeth which appeared to be nor- 
mal in the dental films. There 
is a possibility of “extensive in- 
volvement of periapical tissue 


without its being disclosed by ' 


the roentgen ray.’® Price® found 
in his studies “more than 10 per 
cent of instances where teeth 
were found by other methods 
of study to be infected where 
the roentgen ray completely 
failed to reveal or even suggest 
that condition,” and that “‘den- 
tal infection would not of nec- 
essity produce bone absorption 
at the apex of the root of the 
involved tooth.” 

As to what should be done 
with root-canal-filled teeth show- 
ing pathologic changes I cannot 
be dogmatic, since search of the 
dental literature reveals a di- 
versity of opinion even among 
dentists. There appear to be 


among the dental profession 
three groups, the “hundred per- 
centers” who extract all “dead” 
teeth; a second group, who be- 
lieve that some abscessed teeth 
can be saved; and a third group, 
who apparently believe that all 
abscessed teeth can be “treated” 
and rendered sterile and serv- 
iceable without danger to health 
or life. 
SUMMARY 

1. Of 288 teeth in male col- 
lege students with root-canal 
fillings and no symptoms indi- 
cating infection of the apexes, 
29.5 per cent showed’ definite 
evidence of pathologic condi- 
tions about the roots in a roent- 
gen-ray study. 

2. Of 171 similar teeth in 
female college students, 29.2 
per cent showed definite evi- 
dence of pathologic conditions 
about the roots. 

3. In general, the more poor- 
ly filled roots were the ones 
showing pathologic conditions. 

4. Many of the pathologic 
teeth were extracted and were 
said to have infection about 
their apexes. : 

5. Dentists do not agree as to 
the treatment of such teeth. 
Until such time as they do agree 
on some standardized procedure, 
perhaps extraction of all patho- 
logic root-canal-filled teeth in 
the adult is advisable. In some 
cases, needless extractions will 
be made but an _ edentulous 
mouth is perhaps more hygeinic 
and safe to the individual than 
several questionable teeth among 
sound teeth awaiting a lowering 
of resistance or an overload, 
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which may be followed by a 
permanently injured set of heart 
valves, a stiff joint, or a chronic 
invalidism with arthritis de- 
formans. 


6. Dental films of all ‘“‘dead”’ 
teeth should be secured by all 
persons at least every two years 
and perhaps oftener, regardless 


of an absence of any untoward 
signs or symptoms, for, as Price 
has said,® “‘Local comfort not 
only is not a certain index of 
success or safety but constitutes 
both what is probably the great- 
est paradox and the costliest 
mistake through loss of health 
and life that exists in both den- 
tal and medical practice. 





One Happy Dentist

aged, and smilingly endured as one endures a great but painful 
-honor. True, it is in far-off Alaska, but it does exist, says the Phila- 
delphia Record. The gentleman who leads this happy life cruising 
around and collecting encomiums has fitted up a boat with a dental 
chair and all the other apparatus of his profession; and he chugs 
off on long leisurely journeys around the inlets and fiords of that 
indented coast, ministering to the abscessed aches of Alaska. 

Many a little settlement does he visit, where cavities have 
yawned for his arrival. There he drills and fills, and the victims 
bear it all with a smile, for they have learned that several weeks 
without a dentist are far, far worse than several hours with one.

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Articulators and Things 


YJ HEN I was a small boy, my father took me to 

a state dental society meeting where the prin- 

cipal speaker was the famous Dr. Bonwill who orig- 

inated the idea of the anatomical articulator. Dr. 

Bonwill was the originator of the modern idea of 

scientific occlusion for dentures. The three point con- 

tact was one of his particular hobbies and, I am con- 
vinced, his own discovery. 

Like most of our modern lecturers on Prosthodon- 
tia, Dr. Bonwill had invented an articulator that he 
believed was indispensable; no one could make a 
proper denture without it; he could be persuaded to 
part with one for a price. It seemed that this was the 
first improvement on the old plain line articulator 
since Demosthenes bit the false teeth off his plate and 
explained to the audience that the little white things 
he was expectorating were pebbles that he chewed to 
keep from stammering. 

Old Doctor Bonwill was a real genius; he ac- 
knowledged it and so did everybody else and that 
made it unanimous. The happy faith in their own 
theories of our present prophets of prosthesis often 
recalls to my memory that day when I heard the dean 
of dentures sound the tocsin for better substitutes for 
lost teeth. 7 

Doctor Bonwill was quite deaf, if you disagreed 
with him, but if someone across the room whispered 
that the Doctor’s theories were correct, that whisper 
was heard perfectly. A slender little man with a long 
sharp pointed beard, immaculately dressed, Dr. Bon- 
will had a splendid presence and was an interesting 
speaker. I remember the discussion, in his address, of 
his rise to eminence. He said that when he started 
out as a young man to make his fortune, he found the 
lower rungs of the ladder of fame crowded with 
aspirants, but as he climbed higher the crowd seemed 
to diminish so that when he reached the top, there 
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was nobody else there and as he looked around in 
silence, he was quite alone and lonesome. 

This reminds me a little of the account given me 
the other day of one of the later teachers of prostho- 
dontia who toured the country uplifting dentistry at 
fifty dollars per uplift. Every time he came through 
the state he had a completely new set of theories. In- 
cidentally he had a brand new “anatomical articu- 
lator’ that was absolutely necessary, every trip a dif- 
ferent “perfect” articulator. Another one dispensed 
information at fifty dollars or, what have you, plus 
the price of an articulator. This one knocked ’em 
cold with long cusped teeth, like alligators—he evi- 
dently got the idea in the Everglades while buying 
real estate. 

It seems that he also designed a perfect articulator 
which was guaranteed to make those long teeth chew. 
Being of a restful disposition, he got up an electrical 
gadget that worked the artificial jaws while he dem- 
onstrated the science. Someone asked him a question 
one day that he couldn’t answer and in his embarrass- 
ment he backed into the chewing articulator. After 
that catastrophe, every trip, at fifty per, developed a 
new articulator and shorter cusps. Questions were an- 
swered only after slow consideration and sometimes 
not at all. At last accounts the cusps had disappeared. 

And: now we hear that the later fashion is the old 
Demosthenes plain line articulator and teéth with 
gullies in them so that the patient can gouge them in 
comfort with a tooth pick like he did his real ones 
that had the deep cavities in them for the last twenty 
years. If we are not careful dentists will be making 


dentures again.

ORAL HYGIENE?

The problem 


HAT is correct oral 


hygiene? In few other - 


branches of personal hygiene 
does one encounter so many 
different opinions regarding the 
proper applications of hygienic 
principles.
